AN ACT to create subsection 34 of section 893 (892) of the stat-

‘utes, relating to the powers of village boards.

The peoplc of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

Sectiox 1. A new subsection is added to section 893 (892)
of the statutes to read: (Section 893. (892)) 34. To levy and
to provide for the assessment and collection of a tax, or to bor-
row money in any yvear, not exceeding one-twentieth of one per
cent of the assessed valuation of such village for the promotion
and publicity of natural seenic environment and arousing public
interest thercin, with the purpose of inducement of visits thereto
by the general publie, in which visits the general material wel-
fare of such villages may be promoted, provided the same is
deemed desirable by a two-thirds vote of all members ofsthe Vil-
lage Board of such village.

SkerioxN 2. This act shall take effeet upon passage and pub-
lication.

AN ACT to repeal sections 419¢ to 419g. inclusive, 430—1 to

430—4, inclusive, 430—6 to 430—8, inclusive, 496—9 to 496—

12, inclusive, 4964, 496r and 496t, of the statutes; to amend

stubseetion (3) of scetion 20.25, and paragraph (e¢) of subsec-

tion (2) of seetion 20.26 of the statutes: and to create sec-

tions 430—1 to 430—-9, inclusive, of the statutes, relating to

the transportation of pupils, and making an appropriation.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

Seerion 1. Sections 419¢ to 419¢, inclusive. 430—1 to 430—
1, inclusive, 430—6 to 430—38, inclusive, 496—9 to 496—12, in-
clusive, 496, 496r and 496t, of the statutes, are repealed.

SecitoN 2. There are added to the statutes nine new sections
to read: Scetion 430—1. 1. It shall be the duty of the school
hoard of any consolidated rural school distriet formed in ac-
cordance with the provisions of sections 496—1 to 496—8, to
provide transportation to and from such consolidated school for
the entire school year for all children between the ages of six
and sixteen in the distriet residing more than two miles from
such consolidated school.
